New York, July 18—The following extract 
from a special to the Tribune, from 
St. Johns, gives a graphic description of the 
rescue of the Greely party. “At Brevoort, Island 
the two ships were tied to the ice, and parties sent 
out to search for records or cairns. Lieutenant 
Taunt found a record on the top of Breevort Island, 
left on October 26, 1883, stating that 1 
nists had established a i 
camp halt way between Capp Sabine 
and Cocked Hat Island. bring 
that date but forty days’ rations. 
pressed, but all were well and 
This news was received just after 
Chief Engineer Lowe and ex-Pilots 
had started in the Bear's steam launch to search for 
the Beebe cache. They were called back and in- 
formed of the news, and ordered to push ahead. The 
Bear being under weigh, Capt. Schley took her and 
started ahead. The Thetis took the search parties 
on board and immediately followed. The 
steam launch reached the camp first, and 
returned to the ship with the terrible tidings 
that only seven of the party were alive and that 
Lieutenant Greely and two of the party were dying. 
Capt. Schley and Emory, the doctor of the Bear,and 
Ensign Reynolds were soon on their way to the 
camp with restoratives, food and clothes, and 
everything required for immediate use. Milk punch 
was prepared on the way. The wind was blowing 
a gale and it was only by the most careful manage- 
ment that the launch reached the camp. The waves 
flooded the boat, drenching every one. When Gree- 
ly and his men were first found the search party in 


to reach the starving men. Lieut. Greely was just 
able to support himself on his hands and knees. He 
was dressed in fur, with a red knitted hood, which 
added to his haggard appearance. His long hair 
and beard, his wasted form and deep-sunken eyes, 
which shone through his glasses with an increased 
brilliancy; nis feeble voice, which he strove to con- 
trol, but which plainly revealed his feelings, brought 
moisture to the eyes of the strongest of the relief 
party. On either side of him lay two of his compan- 
ions, both in a dying condition—Corporal 
Joseph Ellison, with both hands and feet 
frozen off, and unable to raise his 
head, and Private Maurice Connell in his sleeping- 
bag, dying of starvation. Greely had been reading 
the prayers for the dying when the party arrived. 
Four of the party—Sergeant Brainard, Privates 
Long and Fredericks, and Hospital Steward Beber- 
bick—were just able to stagger out of the tent. A 
small quantity of milk punch and ammonia 
strengthened them, and soon beef tea and warm 
milk was added. All were stimulated by their res- 
cue, and their pleadings for food were heart-rend- 
ing. But all solid food was refused them, and they 
were carefully transported to the Thetis 
and Bear and tenderly . cared for. It 
was with the greatest difficulf that they were 
quieted, Their long fast had left them like insane 
men, and had tkey been allowed to eat as they de- 
sired all would have died. At the time they were 
rescued their food consisted of boiled sealskin, boots 
cut up fhe and mixed with reindeer moss, rock 
lichens and small shrimps and boiled into a soup. 
The shrimps were so small that it required from 1,200 
to 1,400 to weigh a pound. They made tea from

An occasional auk would be killed, but very 
few were secured when killed in the 
water unless they were drifted in by the tide or 
wind, asthey had been obliged to burn their boat, 
it being their only fuel. The wood of the boat was 
carefully weighed to make it last. The failure to 
secure the game after it was shot only added to their 
misery. It made them almost insane to see many 
seal, walruses, ducks and gulls sporting in the sea be- 
fore them, while they were starving. The body of the 
last man who died at the camp, Private Schneider, 
was found just ‘ontside the tent. The party was 
too weak to bury him, and he was covered 
only with his sleeping bag. For some 
days after their rescue the men were in a pre 
carious condition. The great joy of their rescue 
was followed by depression, both mental and phys- 
wal. All of their minds were weak and their 
speech, like their movements, was very feeble and 
slow. The case of Corporal Joseph Ellison was the 
most serious. His hands and feet were gone and 
his greatly weakened condition could not withstand 
the shock. He became insane a few days after his 
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His hands and mits became wet, and. as 4 
Morthwest gale was blowing, his hands were 
soon frozen. The snow had also caused his mouth 
and tongue to blister and he rapidly became weak. 
‘The men burried into camp and then discovered 
that Ellison had also frozen his feet. They cut his 
boots off and put him into the sleeping bag, and re- 
stored the circulation in his hands and feet by fric- 
tion ana by placing the frozen limbs next to the 
bare skin. After a terrible night they continued on 
their journey with the temperature at 25° below 
Zero. Ellison was unable to help haul the load, 
which had been increased by their sleeping bags and 
camp gear. His hands and feet were soon frozen 
and Fredericks was obliged to help him along. Rice

They left the 
meat cached on the ice and also a rife asa mark 
and pushed ahead to Eskimo Point, where they 
could secure shelter in their old camp. After reach- 


ing the campthey worked from 7 in the evening 


untl 3 in the morning, and partially restored 
thé circulation in Ellison's hands and feet. 
They dried his clothes and made him some warm 
tem, the only warm food they had been able to 
sure. the wind preventing them from lighting a 
fire. Early the next day Ellison wasable to walk 
and was sent ahead while the others packed and 
hatied the sled. They soon overtook Ellison, who 
had strayed from the road. His hands and feet 
were frozen and he was scarcely able to see. His 
cheeks and nose were also frozen. The men took 
turns at leading and helping him, while two would 
aul the sled. At last it required all three at the 
sled and they tied Ellison's arms 
t the back of the sled and hauled 
him in that way. His legs were stiff and he would 
fali and be dragged several yards before his cries 
would be heard. Linn began to fail and it was de- 
cided that Rice should push ahead while Fredericks 
remained with Hlison and Linn. Rice, with a little 
beef, started for assistance. The other men

EDWARD ISRAEL. 


Sergeant Edward Irsael, one of the lost on the ill- 
fated Greely expedition, was well known in St. Lou- 
is, the damily, of Dr. Epstein of 2012 Olive hav- 
ing been yery intimate with him. A photograph of 
Mr. Israel shows him to be an exceedingly intellect- 
ual His forehead is high and promi- 
features “or the best Hebrew type, and 
both features and history showhim tobe an orna- 
ment tothe race from which hesprung. Dr. Ep- 
stein says that Edward Israel 
was one of five children. His 
mother, a widow, still lives in Kalamazoo, Michigan. 
She has been habituated to misfortune, as her 
brother and sister were burned in the ill fated ship 
Austria. Young Israel was educated at Kalamazoo, 
where at the High School he distanced all competi- 
tion. At Ann Arbor University he graduated with 
the highest honors, being especially proficient in 
mathematics. Sometime before his graduation he 
was selected by the Signal Service as astronomer of 
the Lady Franklin Bay expedition, and with a stop 
of only a few days at his home, he passed from 
the college to the ship which was 
to bear him to his death in the frozen North. His 
mother has been most sanguine of his return alive, 
and it is feared that the crushing news of yesterday 
may result most seriously with her. Israel was the 
youngest member of the expedition, being but 24 
years of age when he perished. 


Fireman Bartlett of the Jeannette Talks. 

Was ineton, July 18. Do you suppose the search 
party sent to look for Greely and his companions 
would have found them!“ your correspondent asked 
of first-class fireman Bartlett, who was one of the 
Jeannette party, and who naturally takes great in- 
terest in arctic affairs. ' 

“I thought not,“ he answered, with a shake of the 
head. “I was afraid not. The fact is I had little 
confidence4n Greely or his men being found at all.“ 

“What sort of weather are they having up there 
now, do you suppose?” 

“Oh, the weather up there this time of year, on 
land, is quite endurable, I suppose. I am not per- 
sonally familiar with the section where Greeley was 
found, but on the Siberian coast, where we landed, 
the weather inthe summer time is quite agreeable. 
The grass and flowers grow during the brief sum- 
mer season, and there is material to sustain life, 
not sufficient, however, to sustain the sort of life 
that was once there.” 

“What was that?” 

“The mastodon and prehistoric animals of the 
character which seem to have abounded there 
thousands of years ago. It is a curious fact that 
this country, now so barren of anything that can 
sustain animal life to any considerable extent, 
should have been once the home of these huge ani- 
mals, beside which the elephant is a mere pigmy. 
Why, I saw in the side of a bank 
when it had just broken down and fallen into the 
Lena River, the remains of one of those animals. It 
is thousands of years, according to science, since 
they existed there and yet it was perfect. It had 
been frozen in these banks for perhaps hundreds of 
thousands of years, remaining in the same condi- 
tion as it was when the animal died.

FIGHTING FOR MILLIONS. 


Tne Complicated Litigation Over 
Henry Ames’ Estate. 


A Triangular Legal Contest in Which the 
Ames, Marmaduke and Scudder Fami- 
lies are Involved— Why Henry 
Ames, Jr., Wanted a HRecess— 

An Interesting Story. 


Before B. Gratz Brown, esq., as referee, the case 
of Mrs. Vincent Marmaduke, formerly Mrs. Henry 
Ames, against William H. Scudder, is now pending. 
This case makes part of a great litigation, two- 
thirds of which is already in the Supreme Court, 
which hasengaged the attention of the St. Louis 
courts for many years past. Henry Ames died 
about sixteen years ago, leaving an estate valued at 
nearly a million of dollars. His wife being dissatis- 
fied with the provisions made for her by the will, 
rejected it and took a child's portion, which, 
under the statute, she had a right 


to do, and she was accordingly * in real 
estate, stocks and money, Mr. William H. Scudder, 
her brother, being appointed by the widow her at- 
torney, in fact to collect and invest her share. Mr. 
John A. Soudder and Mr. William H. Scudder, were 
the executors of the estate, There were a number 
af other legacies in the will, which provided among 
other things that young Henry Ames should have 
at least $200,000, is $200,000 was paid him in real 
estate, stocks and money. Mrs. Edgar A ag the 
heir of Edgar Ames. enr 
Ames’ broher, came in for $100,000. 
which she has not yet received, as the exeoutors 
claim that there was not enough in the estate to pay 
the legacies. Accordingly Mrs. Edgar Ames has 
sued the executors for the amount of this bequest, 
and this suit has been argued and submitted anil is 
now under advisement in the Supreme Court. Ed- 
gar Ames, who was Henry Ames’ brother and part- 
ner in the house of Henry Ames & Co,, died a 

a year after his brother, while he was stil en- 
gaged in winding up their partnership, having, b 
the way, an estate worth about $1,000,000 himself. 
As his administratrix, Mr. Edgar Ames took up the 
partnership affairs and continued the liquidation of 
the firm. This action on her part was bitierly op- 
posed by the executors of the Henry Ames estate, 
and suit was instituted against her by them in the 
Probate Court, which is now also in the Supreme 
Court under advisement. Mrs. Edgar Ames is the 
daughter of Gen. Semple, and is one of the most 
prominent members of St. Louis society. 

Mrs. Henry Ames, who subsequently married Mr. 
Vincent Marinaduke,a brother of the well-known Gen, 
Marmaduke, candidate for Governor, has become 
dissatisfied with her brother's (Mr. W. H. Scudder 
management of her separate interest, and has su 
him, askihg for an accounting on his part—abont 
$50,000 being the amount involved. In this case 
any is being heard by Hon. B. Gratz Brown as 
referee, the case being adjourned, because Mr. Henry 
Ames, jr.. was called East to meet the lady to whom 
he is engaged to be married—a wealthy Chicago 
widow who is now returning to America from Europe. 
As soon as he returns, and it is said that when he 
does come he will be accompanied by his bride, the 
taking of testimony will be resumed. Mrs. Ames is 
being represented in this case by Senator G 0 
Vest and Mr. Glover. Itis also asserted that Mr. 
Henry Ames, 2 his return, will become both a 
plaintiff and a defendant in new litigation under this 
will, it being asserted on one side that he has been 
paid too much by, and on the other that he has not 
received enough from the executors.

THE GREELY PARTY. 

While waiting for full particulars of the res- 
cue of the Greely party enough is known to 
say that the party accomplished the work for 
which it was sent out; that the work is suffi- 
clently valuable from a scientific point of view 
to justify the expedition, and that the sad fate 
which overtook so many of the expedition after 
their work was done was not the result of any 
danger essential to polar exploration, but was 
merely the result of bad managementin the 
Navy Department. 

The failure of the Proteus to establish depots 
of supplies, according to instructions, was a 
blunder which has marred the whole expedition. 
The miserable deaths of seventeen brave men, 
dead of hunger almostin sight of relief and 
after their work was done, is due to this blun- 
der. But Secretary CHANDLER voluntarily 
took the responsibility for it on his own shoul- 
ders, when he said that there was no reason 
to be alarmed for the safety of the 
Greely party, as it was impossible for 
them to exhaust their. supplies before 
September, It was almost providential 
that the poor survivors were reached ia June. 
A few days more would have wholly destroyed 
the expedition to its last man, and the fate of 
the Greely party would have formed the 
saddest page in the history of Arctic explora- 
tion since the North Sea held the bones of 
FRANKLIN and his men. 

But, after all regrets are uttered for the loss 
of life, the value of the expedition must be 
admitted. It has shown that observing sta- 
tions can be established and maintained in the 
highest latitudes, and that life is easy and safe 
at the most northern limit reached by man. It 
is not too much to claim for the Greely ex- 
pedition that it has conquered the mystery of 
the Pole. It has been reseryed for America 
to show that this conquest can be made, and to 
show how it can be made. And, although the 
success has been marred by a sad disaster, it 
is eagy to avoid any such disaster in the, future 
while reaping the full fruits of those researches 
whieh called for the organization of the ex- 


pedition.

His other boots he purchased more cheaply 
from a country cobbler. The prudent squire 
had four sons—Gervyase, Thomas, Frederick and 
Carr. In 1731 Gervase, then aged 17, went to 
complete his education with one Mr. Hoole, at 
Haxey, where his board, with washing, fire, 
candies, and tea for breakfast, cost only £30 a 
yen the sole extras being an entrance fee of 
2 guineas and half a crown a week as pocket 
money for the boy. Probably the fees would 
bave been considerable lower had it not been 
for the tea at breakfast; but it was of course 
absolutely necessary that a young fellow of 
condition should have ‘‘tay,” and Squire Scro 
was not the man to stint his eldest son in the 
innocent enjoyment of so fashionable a luxury. 
In the coure of 1782 Carr, who was but 13, and 
who was destined for the navy, was sent to 
schoole to Mr. Haledine’s, near Union Stairs, in 
Wapping, at £26 per annum for his board, 
without washing, and a guinea a month for 
learning arithmetick and navigation, and 2 
guineas entrance.”

Such houses rent readily at 
$12 a month, and it costs the purchaser ay 16 a 
mouth to buy them. Workingmen are taking very 
kindly to this method of buying houses, and opera- 
tions will be very largely increased as years pass. 
With a realization of the present promise of a very 
beautiful harvest, the boom in business will be fol- 
lowed by a boom in building, and workingmen will 
invest in houses very largely.” 

“Do you have many failuresto kee 
ferred 1 the reporter asked. 

“Very few indeed. Since I began thé business I 
know of only about seven cases of purchasers being 
obliged to give up their houses. When a man takes 
the rexponsibtlity of buying a house on his shoul- 
ders he invariably attends very close to business 
until the house is his own. We have just three cus- 
tomers who are slow pay, but with a little stimulus
